You are entitled to the answers to 
such questions as these, and it is 
your duty to ask them. Today fir© 
loss is running ahead of lastyear. It 
is taking more lives. It is wasting 
more labor and energy. It is destroy­ 
ing materials which are important 
both to defense and normal activity. 
It is destroying sources of taxation, 
and thus increasing the burden that 
must be borne by all other taxpay­ 
ers. It is breeding delay and waste 
of time. 
Even in very small communities, 
good 
fire 
protection 
is 
perfectly 
possible. The people can be educat­ 
ed. And many little towns have join­ 
ed with others to create fire fighting 
organizations 
whose 
cost, 
when 
divided among the cooperating com­ 
munities, is small. In short, wherever 
you live, whoever you are, there is 
no valid excuse for failure to do 
your part in preventing fire now.—

Now that Congress is 
getting hack to work this week, the 
chances art* that 
this 
amendment 
will get more than cursory attention 
from the : enate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. 
The amendment reads quite sim­ 
ply: “ No person shall be denied em* 
pl yment because of membership or 
affiliation with or i cognati >n from u 
labor union or because o r refusal to 
join or affiliate with a labor union; 
nor shall any c< rpomtion 
* r 
indi­ 
vidual or association of any kind en­ 
ter __ 
to exclude from employment mem­ 
bers of a labor union or persons who 
refuse to join a labor union, or be­ 
cause of resignation from a labor 
union; nor shall any person against 
his will be compelled to pay dues to 
any labor organisation 
as a 
pre­ 
requisite to or condition of employ­ 
ment,” 
Senator O’Daniol sees this amend­ 
ment— it would be the first Constitu­ 
tional amendment since the repeal 
of Pro! ibition if passed and ratified 
by the S ta tes--a s particularly neces­ 
sary in these critical times, but as 
important in normal 
times as 
well. 
“ It is absolutely foolish,” he says, 
“ to talk about maintaining democra­ 
cy in America if we do not maintain 
in America the right to work.” 
Democracy ends, as the Senator 
«»*C4 it 
wh< n citizens of a country 
are deprived of the right to work un­ 
l e s s t h e y pay tribute to some organ­ 
ization or agency. This is dictatorship
